2.845 nrres of tobacco have al- 
ready been signed with the Co-op- 
erative Tobneco Marketing Associa- 
tion and it is believed by the local 
organization that this is fully 75 

f per cent of the crop, however, this 
cannot be definitely known until the 
.1920 acreage is ascertained, and the 
local organization, as well as all 
other county organizations, now 

^hnvc instructions to (ret this infor- 
mation not only for 1920, hut for 
this yenr also. This will entail a 
great deul of work on the various 
comity organizations, and if the 
growers who have not signed will 
do so without further delay it will 
aid materially in completing the 
work. 

It is confidently expected thut 85 
to 90 per cent of the crop will have 
been signed in this county by Sat- 
urday night. Reports mnst be made 
to the head office as soon as pos- 
sible and for this reason growers are 
urged to act in the matter without 
further delay. Montgomery county 
is signing up faster than any other 
county in the Burley district and at 
a meeting held in Lexington Friday, 
Mr. Stone, vice chairman | of the 
State Organization, cited the rapid 
progress being made in Montgomerv 
• •omity nnd urged other counties t" 
follow our example. 

The various precinct committees 
throughout the country are doing 
most excellent work, the banner pre- 
cinct being Howards Mill, where 95 
per cent has already been signed.

WHO ARE SUBJECT TO 

THIS PROSECUTION? 

Supplementing a recent opinion, in 
winch he held that druggists who sell 
patent medicines thnt have been ad- 
vertised from wagons in the street, 
the ndvertisers naming the druggists 
from whom the nostrums could be 
obtained, are subject! to >lproseeu- 
tion, Elwood Hamilton, attorney for 
the State Bonrd of Health, now has 
handed Dr. A. T. McCormack, State 
Health Officer, another opinion in 
which he says that the person ad- 
vertising the nostrums from the 
wagon is also subject to prosecution. 

This opinion is based on the law 
which states that vendors of pat- 
ent medicines must pay $100 for 
their licenses and then proceeds to 
strengthen this by declaring that it 
is immaterial whether the patent 
medicine is sold by the vendor or 
otherwise. 

"Such a sale," Mr. Hamilton sum- 
no..' the situation up, "would un- 
do ''t"'/V subjelt the person ndver- 
I'siny the medicines from the wagon 
to a penaltv for failure to procure a 
hVeajo before muking the sale."

No? Then why not practice kin- 

denvrten principles in your own 
nome? I do not mean by this thai 
yon must sit down and devote every 

second for three hours to your chil- 
dren. Rut tench your child while 
vou are about your work. Teach 
him through play. 

Tod « \ play is considered a great 

factor in education "Flay is the ex- 
pression of awakening instincts." 
Watch your little girl with her doll. 
The Ml is her b-ibv and die is its 
mother. Through thm play she is de- 
ea lo piMf the i'lsfinct of mother love.' 
Watch vour In tie bov playing store 
or fireman. He. too, is preparing 
for future manhood. Let lis then 
teach through play. 

It is an acknowledged fact that 
the kindergarten gives a child cer- 
tain advantages by cultivating self- 
confidence, the nower of observa 
lion, originality of thought and other 
qualities. 

Let us sec if it is not possible 
Tor the mother to develop similar 
characteristics at home! 

First, self -confidence : If the child 
asks to help with the dishes, make 
the heel or perform -other little tasks 
do not he too busy to listen to the 
request. Accept the offer pf as- 
sistance with thanks, even if the 
work lakes longer or needs to be 
done over. Remember this is one 
of the \v.i\s ( if developing self-con- 
fidence and helpfulness. Discour- 
agement will not cultivate self-con- 
fidence. 

Second, ability to memorize and, 
think: Children love anything that 
is rhythmic, whether the words are 
understood or not. Repent or sing 
nursery rhymes nnd jingles to the 
children. Soon they will be repeat 
ing and singing them after yon. Find 
thr time during the day to read or 
tell them stories. Fvery child loTB* 
I etory, cspeciapllv if acted out. 

Third, love of nature: When out 
for wnlks teach the children about 
the trees, flowers nnd birds. Nature 
n he known and loved in the parks 
of the citv as well as in the woods 
md fields of' the country. And 
reading nature stories supplements 
the first-hand knowledge the chil- 
dren are gnining, thus adding to 
their interest and appreciation. 
Fourth, observation: This can be 
nl'ivaled bv giving a child maga 
zines, calling his attention to the 
liffercnl pictures and pointing out 
every detail. Then as he studies for 
limsclf, not one thing in a picture, 
no matter how small, will escape 
his eve.

their power to grant on the financing 
of the crop. 

Besides this, Mr. Manning gave 
out a letter from a great Southern 
hanking institution whose purpose 
and business it is to encourage the 
marketing of Southern crops and 
which is affiliated with the War Fi- 
nance Corporation, in which it asked 
if it could be of service in financ- 
ing the needs of the burley tobacco 
growers in their movement for better 
prices. 

These two things should clear np 
the siimtion in the Burley District, 
so far hs it relates to the financing 
of the tobacco crop. The proposition 
is simplv whether the Inrlev tobac-

That has been dem 
on . I rated by bis ability to unite 
cv 'iv Imsin'vss interest in the to 
bacco pooling campaign. His associ 
ates ure .ill men well and favorably 
known to the burley growers, men 
thev have trusted in the past and 
trust now, men wjio have the con 
deuce of the banking and other 
toalatsa interests -whose symputhv is 
so essential to the success of the 
undertaking.

BURLEY 0RIVE OF TWO 

WEEKS IS SUCCESSFUL 

More than 50,000,000 pounds of 

tobacco *et as the goal for the two 
weeks' drive of the Burley Tobacco 
Orowers* Co-Operative Association, 
was secured by the workers, accord- 
ing to the reports from the counties 
in which organization has been 
started, made nt a meeting of coun- 
ty chairmen in the Phoenix Hotel. 
Lexington, last Friday. 

The exact number of pounds con- 
tracted to the association was 52,- 
001,684. Judge Robert W. Bingham, 
chnirmnn of the organization com- 
mittee, made a brief address, in 
which he gave credit for what had 
been done to Vice Chairman James 
C. Stone nnd the workers, who, he 
said, had done much to put over the 
biggest thing for Kentucky in a long 
time in an industrial way. In only 
a few of the counties reorting has 
there been any intensive enmpaign 
and a number of counties still are 
unorganized, it was said, particu- 
larly those in Ohio, Indiana nnd 
West Virginia. 

Judge Bingham told of his recent 
trip to Europe and of his study of 
the Dnnish systeii of co-operative 
marketing nt the selling end of the 
line — London. "The Danes would not 
think of selling in any othe- way," 
he said, "Nor would th" English 
think of buying in «»"• other way." 

Judge Binirhnni 1 ! 1 of the great 
reconstruction work done on the. 
farms of France. Tie said that in 
his artv was his nephew ,n young 
man who had been in the nviation 
service of the army and who had 
lowfl over some of these very fields 
and had seen them "burned up by 
the -hells when all that was left of 
the villages was rust and the chalk 
sub-soil so cut up it seemed impos- 
sible that anything could ever he 
done with it. 

He -aid the ypflng man was hard- 
ly ill ile to believe his eves when he 
saw what had been accomplished In- 
die fanners of France in restoring 
their lands to fertility.

and farmers. He said that thev used 
the co-operative system of market- 
ing and had innde a success of it. 

Judge Bingham said that on his 
return from Europe he hnd noticed 
n New York- city a crowd about n 
booth on Broadway. Investigating^ 
he learned that the occupants of the 
booth were selling California orange 
mice. He Mid he remained about 
• be booth with his party for about 
''(• minutes nnd in that time saw 
500 glasses of this orange jniee sold 
at 10 cents fl glass. Scattered about 
New York, he said, there were hun- 
dreds of these booths and the Cali- 
fornia Co-Operative Marketing As- 
sociation sold in this way millions 
of oranges by developing a new mnr-

HOGGING DOWN CORN IS 

PROFITABLE BUSINESS 

With indications pointing toward 
a low price for corn and I fair price 
for hogs during the coining fall, 
Kentucky farmer- can market their 
grain nnd produce pork in no bet- 
ter way than by turning hojra into 
their corn fields [ti> hog off the 

crop, according to swine. s| ialists 

at the Kentucky Agricultural Exper- 
iment Station. This method of fat- 
tening swine involves less labor in 
feeding und harvesing anil is there- 
fore more economical anil in addi- 
tion rc.-ults in the greatest return- 
from manure and orop rOaiduas, The 
hc^s are also kept in a more health-, 
environment and should make more 
rapid Rains when prapand for the 
market in this manner. 

Experiments conducted by the 
station show that tankage fed in a 
self feeder as a supplement to corn 
made the best combination for hog 
<_'iii'_' off pturpoaca. By this method of 
feeding the animals were kept heal- 
thier and were reach for the market 
earlier than those fed by the other 
methods. The corn and tankage pro- 
duced an aperage daily gain of 1.475 
pounds of pork on the animals 
which received it. 

Corn nnd soybeans grown to 
"ether and hogged off also made a 
good combination, this system of 
faediag re-ulting in an average daily 
fain of I little more than one pound 
of pork on all unimals in the lot. 
The .ivyear averasre obtained by 
the si a 'ion in hogging down soy 
beans with an allowance of two and 
ant-half per cent of the body weight 
of the hoiTs in com daily resulted 
in Bjn average production of (iSI 
POUOdfl of pdrk an acre with a net 
profit of 115.97 an acre. Corn alone 
when hoiiged off produced an aver- 
age daih 'zain of a little more than 
three fourths of a pound of pork 

Results obtained in the experiment 
indicate that it i> best to use hogs 

iraifaiag aJmajI 1»o pounds in hog 

ginir off fields. If the animals arc 
smaller than th's thev are unable to 
got the corn down, while larger an- 
imals do not make as economical 
gains. From general observations, 
made in the experiments it pavs to 
start inniag down corn nnd sov- 
beans about the time the beans are 
in the dou^h staye. putting enough 
animals in the field to clean up the 
erop in about 35 or 40 days. When 
corn alone is RAM*! <b>wn the ani- 
mals should l>e turned into the field 
as soon as the grain has passed the 
-lazed st aire.

No one 
knew what fiad happened except that 
d irkness had closed down on n pair 
of bright eyes. 

Physicians and surgeons consulted 
and decided an operation would re- 
veal and relieve the difficulty, as 
the symptoms indicated the forma- 
tion of pus behind the seat of vision. 
Two openings in the skull over the 
temples would provide a drain and 
perhaps give back the lost vision. 



Then friends bethought them of a 
practioner, who, with his hands, they 
snid. sometimes cured mysteriona 
troubles found due to unnatural 
pressure on nerves, while the entire 
congregation of Mrs. Jackson's 
church offered special prayers for 
the afflicted child and her distressed 
mother.

•'Rebn thought then she saw a light 
flash across her eyes, but could not 
distinguish objects." Next dav the 
nurse came from the hospital to take 
her there. 1 

"Mother, what nre you doing? My 
eves are openings — I can see daylight. 
Why, you are rubbing your cheek," 
the child cried. Her sight was re- 
stored. The nurse went back to the 
hospital and a happy woman hugged 
her rnby, who could once more see. 
Mrs. Jackson is a widow with three 
children and condncts a rooming 
house next door to the South Louis- 
ville police station. 
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This article appeared in The Herald Monday morning and was widely discussed 
during the day.
